The admin- 
istrator and moderator must firmly 
convinced, too, that the essence the 
nonathletic program always pupil-lead- 
ership, pupil-initiative, and pupil-responsi- 
bility. Hence, there place for the 
lackadaisical nor for the dictatorial teacher 
these activities. must sympa- 
thetic; must have always before him 
the educational possibilities his activity; 
must ingenious guiding his charges 
carry out self-imposed and self-planned 
projects. word, must teach 
though taught not. Only then can 
anticipate more permanent and economical 
learning results coupled with training 
initiative and self-direction. Only then will 
see tangible evidence the develop- 
ment those desirable qualities which can 
produced well organized and well 
directed activities qualities such lead- 
ership, co-operation, and loyalty.

The types are called “A,” 
and “C,” according the amount 
and value the food served. this paper 
only Type will discussed, since that 
the best type and the one which good 
school lunchroom should provide. 

Maximum reimbursement nine cents 
per plate offered schools serving Type 
the “complete lunch,” providing one 
third one half the day’s nutritive re- 
quirements order encourage better 
nutritional habits. The requirement not 
too great, however, because most school 
lunch programs find possible fulfill 
with careful planning and management 
and with minimum amount equip- 
ment and labor.

Suggested Menus 


The menus listed below, while not fol- 
lowing strictly the pattern suggested for 
Type supply more than one third 
one half the daily food requirements. The 
menu pattern for the plate lunch protein 
dish, potato substitute dish, one hot 
vegetable, salad, dessert, breadstuff and 
milk, was designed for the lunchroom 
Aviston, The children there first 
refused many the vegetables and salads 
offered them because they were the 
habit eating meal consisting chiefly 
bread and meat. Many the children had 
never eaten some the cooked vegetables, 
such peas, much less salads. The menu 
pattern was, therefore, devised first, give 
them knowledge correct selection 
foods for meal, and secondly, teach 
them eat vegetables both raw and cooked 
giving them small portion each 
their plates. 

About one fourth cup each kind 
vegetable placed the plate for the 
high school students, little less for the 
younger elementary pupils. Carrots and 
celery are often placed bowls the 
dining tables. The peanut 
butter, and jelly, well mustard and 
catsup, are also served family style. There 
much less waste using this method 
than when these foodstuffs are placed 
each child’s plate.

Ind., say that: “It not how much the child 
eats but what eats that essential his 
nutritional well-being.” They say that child 
should not permitted consume large quan- 
tities any one food, including milk, whenever 
become hungry enough consume 
diet mealtime. Even quart milk day 
will not provide sufficient protein for adequate 
growth and development. “The consumption 
this much milk, certain ages, likely spoil 
the child’s appetite for the solid foods, such 
meat, eggs, and cheese, that make much greater 
protein contribution proportion their bulk.”

modern teacher now knows that 

using radio classroom aid means 
more than turning program and leaving 
the rest the broadcast. Radio can 
more teach and itself than can 
blackboard map. But the hands 
the skillful teacher broadcast can serve 
the basis for stimulating and memor- 


able experience. can arouse interest, 


influence attitude, impart emo- 
tional context group facts. 

can all these things because the 
students are predisposed favor the 
loud-speaker even before sound issues 
from it. large percentage their after- 
school time devoted, numerous studies 
have established, radio listening. They 
are ready enjoy the program, and they 
expect interested. Rarely will the 
program itself disappoint them. 


Prepare the Class 


But what precedes the broadcast and 
what follows will determine the educa- 
tional effectiveness what they hear. 
They must prepared for the program, 
usually class discussion which will en- 
able them correlate the content with 
some aspect the work they have been 
doing.

Activities Suggested 


There can little value listening 
broadcast unless the experience becomes 
part the student’s life through his own 
response and activity. There are scores 
suggested activities prior listening 
program, but some the most important 
are:

Studying the broadcast manual and 
attempting carry out its suggestions 

During the broadcast, the teacher’s role 
may include noting the children’s reactions; 
listing unobtrusively side blackboard 
paper any difficulties understanding 
revealed puzzled faces questions; 
determining new aspects discussion 
new approaches the subject which may 
occur her; manifesting all times her- 
self attitude interest and enthusiasm. 

Follow-up activities are 
part classroom listening. Post-broadcast 
treatment, while tremendously varied 
nature depending the subject, requires 
careful planning and avoidance repeti- 
tion the same technique approach, 
week after week. the follow-up period 
used simply test drill the pupils 
the facts they have acquired, enthusiasm 
blunted and nothing new contributed. 
The procedure testing children the 
subject matter the broadcasts not 
recommended. If, however, the broadcast 
utilized stimulus for other class 
activities, and these turn knit the radio 
program more closely into the basic course 
study, double purpose has been served. 

Follow-up activities which have proved 
valuable many teachers include: 

Oral discussion, whether simple 
classroom style simulated radio forum 
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technique, particularly after programs em- 
ploying that format 

Written résumé pupils the 
meaning the broadcast has had for them 
and questions which has raised their 
minds 

Taking excursions places suggested 
the broadcast 

Creative manual activities, such

important by-product class listen- 
ing improvement taste and develop- 
ment discrimination. Pupils can led 
gradually listen more critically the 
programs they hear home. The teacher 
may well ask herself what observable in- 
fluence radio— in-school and out 
having her pupils’ lives, well 
other types classroom performance:

Advantages Recordings 


What has been said radio aid 
teaching applies equally well record- 
ings. using recordings, however, the 
teacher has many added advantages. First 
all, they quickly resolve the conflict be- 
tween the rigid class schedules, the one 
hand, and the equally inflexible schedules 
radio broadcasts the other. This 
particularly helpful the high school 
teacher. Secondly, teacher may pre- 
study their content, maturity level, and 
general suitability, thus insuring proper 
conditioning her students for the utmost 
listening experience. She may likewise 
plan carefully for the post-listening dis- 
cussion period. 

There was time when suitable recorded 
materials were not easily obtainable but 
today that situation has changed notably. 
considerable number commercial firms 
are now producing programs that lend 
themselves very nicely classroom adapt- 
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ability. One the functions the 
Radio-TV Services the Office Educa- 
tion try keep abreast these new 
developments and furnish lists sources 
upon request. 

Perhaps one the largest libraries 
educational recordings the country 
found the Office Education, and 
operated co-operation with the Federal 
Radio Education Committee (FREC). The 
current catalog lists nearly 400 recorded 
programs and new supplement soon will 


list additional hundred. few them 


are available only through purchase, but 
the majority them may borrowed for 
periods two weeks without expense ex- 
cept for the return postage. The programs 
are recorded 16-in. disks and require 
special playback equipment having turn- 
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table speed 3314 r.p.m. Many schools 


having tape recording equipment borrow 
disks from the Radio Script and Transcrip.

The Yearbook Problem

pretty much problem, and the smaller 
the school, the greater the problem. 

the smaller high schools, the year- 
book given extracurricular activity 
teacher who has full schedule 
five six classes (usually all different) 
plus one two other extracurricular ac- 
tivities. The yearbook’s demand upon the 
teacher’s time indeed tremendous, and 
there just are not enough hours the day 
(or night) for this busy teacher handle 
all his duties efficiently. Something will 
have neglected: either the rest and 
relaxation needed keep one’s equilibrium 
the classroom, the proper preparation 
classes, home and social responsi- 
bilities, else the yearbook itself which 
may get merely first-class rating instead 
All-American!

can desired. yearbook is, after all, 
not dictionary. After week old 
the yearbook gets only occasional use, and 
for this limited use paper covers provide 
more than adequate durability.

Why Not Quarterly 


For the small high school, good substi- 
tute for the unwieldy, overly expensive 
yearbook might the quarterly maga- 
zine, which would contain all the material 
ordinarily contained the annual. The 
magazine would have many advantages 
over the yearbook. 

First all, the work would more 
evenly spread over the year, rather than 
heavily concentrated the late spring 
months, when teachers who have been 
doing good job teaching since 
September are quite incapable more 
work and less rest. 

suggested that each class, under 
the direction its own class sponsor, 
responsible for putting out one the four 
issues. Each class would raise the money 
for its issue, and would gather the ma- 
terial included each issue. The 
material part would include: pictures 
the class sponsoring the issue; pictures 
and write-ups the athletic, social, and 
other events which have taken place since 
the last issue; faculty pictures and write- 
ups that all members are included 
the whole year’s issues; and possibly also 
major news events, the school publishes 
only weekly mimeographed newsette. 

This briefly outlines the project.

production. would, for one thing, spread 
out the work among greater number 
students and become school-wide proj- 
certainly more desirable setup than 
now customary. would spread 
out the faculty responsibilities among 
more people, and over longer period 
time, the advantage all concerned. 
would make the class sponsor somewhat 
More than person who merely chaperones 


Consult advertisers in various printing journals avail- 
able your public library from your printer. 
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the class dance, who acts intermedi- 
ary between principal and student body. 
And when his issue published, the 
sponsor’s mind rest for another ten 
months! 

Another important advantage the 
magazine its economy. would elimi- 
nate costly covers and binding expenses, 
the. ordinary school printer equipped 
handle the printing and stitching 
magazine without calling the binder. 
the magazine printed locally, travel 
and cartage expenses are eliminated, and 
delays are cut minimum. 

Because the greater economy, not 
many ads patrons will needed, and 
“high pressuring” can eliminated: 
excellent boost the school’s public re- 
lations. advertisers are approached 
various times the year they will not 
saying, “Look, friend, this the fifth 
time this week that we’ve been bothered

for yearbook ads.” Patrons and ads should 
easier obtain for the magazine, 
each class will have reason interested 
getting them. 

The magazine would real piece 
journalism, written the students. The 
usual high school yearbook cannot 
called journalism all. There writ- 
ing it, and nobody wants any writing 
it. difficult see which the 
seven education served 
the yearbook. Too often only 
souvenir picture book put out one 
the teachers with the help small group 
seniors. educational enterprise 
the yearbook too often dud. 

seems the writer that the ad- 
vantages the little student magazine 
over the awkward, expensive yearbook are 
numerous that for the small high school 
the yearbook should soon become the out- 
moded relic deserves be.

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Farsightedness and Courage 


The address the Pope the First 
International Congress Teaching Nuns 
Vatican City must have been many 
ways remarkable statement judging 
the newspaper reports. Pope Pius made 
striking statement especially superiors 
and those having administrative direction. 
pointed out that schedules and regula- 
tions and customs from past conditions 
are today impeding educational work and 
must adapted new circumstances. 
There has been lack adjustment and, 
the disturbed conditions the world 
today, imperative that corrective 
measures applied. 

Especially significant the series 
adjectives that should characterize the ac- 
tion superiors and general chapters. Let 
list them that the impression each 
one may definite. The action superiors 
should be: farsighted; conscientious; pru- 
dent; courageous. 

All actions superiors are and are 
presumed prudent; however some- 
times prudence instead being mean 
extreme. There need emphasize 
prudence characteristic the pro- 
ceedings superiors chapters. Nor 
there any need emphasize conscientious- 
ness, for experience religion will 
practically all cases instill this quality. 
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But farsightedness and courage, 
should, the Pope does, place greater 
emphasis. The conception schools and 
colleges and hospitals investments 
charity and Christian service could 
greatly emphasized the expense the 
concept these institutions money- 
makers, the expansion “our order.” 
The limitation particular situation, too 
often obsesses the leadership. They solve 
immediate problems. They live hand-to- 
mouth existence. The broadest conception, 
the highest vision, breadth outlook, and 
depth knowledge the communities 
would make them great influences and 
active forces the Christianization the 
world. Such farsightedness combined with 
the essential ingredient courage would 
“do the trick.” Upon the Pope’s recom- 
mendation, certainly should tried.

The centers narcotic infection 
are drugstores, hotels, and cafés. 
obviously easy purchase this moral and 
physical poison. 

What happening was recorded most 
clearly tape recording the story 
child who began her descent years 
age. repeat the substance what 
she relates especially for the benefit the 
“protected” members religious com- 
munities who teach the parochial schools. 
many teachers the public schools, 
course, the story unbelievable, 
and they have gone about the even tenor 
their way not always aware the im- 
pact evil social influences school 
children.

This went for about 
five six months. Then one day met an- 
other fellow and offered some heroin. 
sniffed this, too. called “horse” and 
“HH.” 

first didn’t feel any real effects either 
the marijuana, the cocaine, the heroin. 

would use any these whenever boy 
friend would get for me. was about 
February, 1949, tried taking heroin with 
dropper eye dropper needle. boy 
friend injected into me, into the vein 
arm. After this began use heroin 
more often. found that relaxed and 
was not tense. 

During the summer 1949 boy friend 
and both decided stop using the stuff. 
When tried stop got backache, and 
legs started ache. knew then that 
had become habit and that was addicted. 
couldn’t stop. boy friend and went 
out buy some more heroin. 

both used whatever money got from 
our parents buy the stuff. didn’t have 
enough money for all that needed, 
used walk down the street and panhandle 
from anybody that thought would soft 
touch. People would give quarter 
cents, told them the story that lost 
money and needed money get home. 
boy friend used panhandle for money, 
too. 

Sometime the winter 1949 boy 
friend and decided that didn’t have 
enough money buy dope and decided 
try breaking into home our neighbor- 
hood see could steal some money. 
were caught the police. 


was arrested and sent away for several 
months. that time had become neurotic 
and was sent to.a mental institution for 
treatment for about six months. After was 
discharged returned home and went back 
high school the Bronx. 

After was school few days started 
the heroin again. met another boy friend 
and began supplying the stuff me. 
found that the girls and boys group 
are still using dope and that they also en- 
courage get back using it. knew 
about four more places neighborhood 
where could buy heroin. boy friend and 
were buying from other kids. 

started again taking two capsules and 
graduated about four capsules day. 
also supplied whenever could with 
heroin. would out together and get 
high. used sleep with him whenever 
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got high. used play truant from school 
every once while. finally broke off 
with this second boy, but continued use 
heroin. 

used money which mother gave 
for spending money and began have 
sexual relationships with older men 
neighborhood. 

[The special assistant attorney general who 
was interviewing the girl asked this point 
was one man more than one man. 
She replied that was one 

gave money whenever would sleep 
with him. was man his late forties. 
finally broke away from him. For the past 
few months have been friendly with another 
boy and has taken sincere interest 
me. have known this boy for long time. 
Although knew all about habit did 
not condemn for it. has tried help 
me. has encouraged stay away from 
using dope. And have not taken any heroin 
for the past few months. hope will not 
back using any more. don’t parties 
dates with old group friends, 
because don’t want get mixed with 
taking heroin any more.

Teach Latin? 


Sister Mary Sarita, 


Today the problem instilling the ele- 
mentary principles Latin into the minds 
teen agers seems growing one. True, 
there royal road Latin. However, the 
fact that certain forms and rules must 
learned does not necessarily make Latin dif- 
ficult. presented compactly simple 
language, logical order, graded stages, 
the study Latin should not present any 
hardship. Just what are the sources the 
difficulties? For many they seem lie the 
lack knowledge the common rules 
English syntax. For some they may due 
lack interest the subject matter 
lack application the work entailed. 

Why this deficiency knowledge English 
grammar among our freshmen? True, some 
our elementary English texts have been 
woefully wanting grammar. But there 
not way out this difficulty? With the 
use satisfactory elementary course 
study and some satisfactory supplementary 
English texts the prescribed rules English

syntax can and should gradually mastered 
year year the elementary grades. Unless 
the foundation principles are taught, neither 
the English language nor any other can 
gotten under control. There excuse for 
ninth-grade boy girl average intelli- 
gence not knowing the parts speech, the 
cases and their uses, the various moods, 
tenses, and voices verbs, the classes 
pronouns and their uses, comparison ad- 
and adverbs, and the rules agree- 
ment, not mention the meaning number, 
gender, appositive, and such oft-repeated 
terms. 

Leaving the prerequisite syntax difficulty 
taken care of, its proper sphere, 
competent elementary teachers, turn our 
attention other problems. What method 
procedure shall use secure the best 
results? How can enliven interest the 
subject matter the first-year Latin class? 
There are many suggestions which might 
practical use Latin teachers and 
purpose mention some them here. 
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Learning Vocabulary 


Let first consider helps overcome 
problems dealing with the learning vocabu- 
lary. The ninth-grade student should have 
good English vocabulary, let work from 
the known the unknown Latin well 
everything else. New words our Latin 
vocabulary should linked with English 
words with which the student acquainted. 
For example, the Latin word magna may 
learned from its relation the English word, 
magnify (magnify—to make large 
magna, the adjective, large); from in- 
sulate (insula, the noun, island, land sepa- 
rated from other land water insulate, the 
verb, place detached position) agricola 
from agriculture; scribo from scribe; libero 
from liberate; vita from vital, and with 
many other relationships between the lan- 
guages. 

Knowledge the spelling the English 
words will aid the student spelling and 
pronouncing the Latin words. the event 
that the student poor speller when 
enters the Latin class, insistence correct 
spelling his Latin words will improve his 
spelling English words. 

Studying words family groups will lessen 
difficulties memorization some cases. For 
example, one family may place amicus, 
amicitia, amor, amabilis, inimicus, and ama- 
tor. another, sustineo, attineo, retineo, per- 
tineo, tenax, and tenacitas. 

There are other words which have the same 
almost the same spelling English and 
Latin, such candelabrum, decorum, domi- 
cilium, tabernaculum, testimonium, auxilium, 
alumnus, minimum, etc. 

Flash cards which English and Latin 
words are printed, oral vocabulary contests 
which the students choose sides, blackboard 
drills, and vocabulary games are other aids 
for developing interest and acquiring skill 
the use vocabulary. Results these con- 
tests and games should posted, records 
kept, and awards for efficiency given. Students 
should asked form sentences using their 
vocabulary. Care must taken accom- 
plish the purpose the above activities and 
not merely form entertainment for the 
class. Here might add that the genitive 
singular nouns and adjectives and the prin- 
cipal parts all verbs must learned 
part the vocabulary.
